In  1663,  Charles  II,  in  the  second  year  after  his  restoration,  granted  the 
region  south  of  Virginia  and  extending  from  31 0 to  36°  north  latitude,  and 
westward  within  these  parallels  across  the  continent,  to  some  of  his  adherents 
to  whom  he  was  indebted  for  distinguished  service.  This  region  was  called 
Carolina  in  the  grant,  and  the  favored  noblemen  were,  Edward,  Earl  of  Claren- 
don, George,  Duke  of  Albermarle,  William  Lord  Craven,  John  Lord  Berkeley, 
Anthony  Lord  Ashley,  Sir  George  Carteret,  Sir  William  Berkeley,  and  Sir 
John  Colleton.  An  adverse  claim  was  soon  made  to  the  same  territory  under 
a grant  obtained  in  1629,  by  Sir  Robert  Heath,  but  failing  to  form  a colony, 
the  claims  of  those  to  whom  he  had  conveyed  rights  were  set  aside.  Settle- 
ments were  made  in  Carolina  prior  to  this  grant  by  settlers  from  Virginia 
and  Massachusetts.  In  1729  all  of  the  Proprietors,  except  Lord  Granville, 
surrendered  their  title  in  the  soil  to  the  Crown;  and  in  1744,  his  eighth  part 
was  set  off  to  him.  Lord  Granville  retained  his  title  down  to  the  Revolution, 
his  after  claims  in  the  Circuit  Court  of  the  United  States  were  not  closed  until 
the  War  of  1812.

The  Warrants 
are  mainly  in  the  handwriting  of  General  Heath’s  Secretary,  Mr.  Seth  Loring, 
several  with  autograph  signature  of, — “Eb.  Huntington,  D P M Genl.” 

On  the  first  page  are  the  following  notes  in  General  Heath’s  autograph, — 
“ Orders  signed  by  Brigadier  General  Heath,  in  the  City  of  New  York  during 
his  Command  m that  City.” 

“1777,  May  5th.  Mr.  Loring  engaged  as  my  Secretary.” 

“ 1778 , May  22.  This  day  350,000  Dollars  arrived.” 

The  first  entry  begins, — “Head  Quarters  New  York  March  jist  1776.  The 
Command  of  the  Army  at  New  York  ( for  the  present)  being  Devolved  upon  Briga- 
dier General  Heath,  He  finds  himself  happy  in  having  for  his  Colleagues  General 
Thompson  & Lord  Sterling — As  the  ministerial  Troops  have  Evacuated  Boston 
Taken  Shipping  and  the  place  of  their  Destination  uncertain,  and  as  there  is 
some  probability  that  New  York  may  be  their  object,  the  General  strongly  Recom- 
mends to  the  officers  of  all  Ranks  to  Exert  themselves  in  preparing  for  the  most 
vigorous  Defense  should  the  enemy  attempt  a Landing  in  this  place.  ...” 

Under  date  of  April  3rd,  1776,  is  a most  interesting  entry,  ordering  the  seiz- 
ure of  “Mr.  Justice  Hulett”  (Richard  Hewlett,  the  famous  Loyalist),  his  son, 
Lieut.  Thomas  Hewlett,  and  other  active  Loyalists,  at  Rockaway,  Long 
Island.  There  is  no  record  here  as  to  the  outcome  of  this  attempt,  but  it  is 
well  known  that  the  Hewletts  were  not  arrested  by  the  American  troops  at 
this  or  any  later  time. 

August  13th,  1776,  General  Heath  records  his  promotion  to  the  rank  of 
Major-General,  and  his  transference  from  New  York  to  the  command  of  a 
Division  at  Kingsbridge. 

Among  the  Warrants  are  found  the  names  of  many  persons  famous  then 
or  later,  in  the  Continental  Army,  including, — Ebenezer  Huntington,  then 
Deputy  Pay-Master  General  under  General  Heath,  who  later  served  as  Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel at  Yorktown,  and  was  made  a Brigadier-General  by  Washing- 
ton when  war  with  France  threatened  in  1799;  Colonel  Prescott,  General 
James  Clinton,  Doctor  John  Warren,  Colonel  Keith,  Major  General  Arthur 
St.  Clair,  and  many  other  valiant  officers.

John  Swann,  one  of  the  signers  of  the  above,  was  the  son  of  Samuel  Swann 
of  Pasqutank  County.  He  graduated  from  William  and  Mary  College,  Va., 
and  was  at  an  early  age  elected  a Member  of  Congress  (1787).  He  married  a 
daughter  of  Governor  Samuel  Johnston,  by  whom  he  had  one  child,  which 
died  in  infancy,  after  the  death  of  the  father,  and  which  gave  rise  to  the  cele- 
brated case  of  Shepard  vs. , Shepard,  3 Murphy’s  Report,  which  continued  in 
the  courts  some  twenty  years.

THAT  the  Honorable  the  PKESiDRNT  of  the  COUNCIL  iffue 
to  every  Town,  Parifh,  and  Diftrift,  within  this  State,  a Pre- 
cept recommending  to  them  to  cleft,  and  choofe  one,  or  more 
Perfons  as  they  fhall  judge  expedient,  to  convene  at  Concord 
in  faid  State  on  the  tenth  Day  of  June  next,  forthc  Purpofe  aforefaid, 
faving  to  the  fmall  Towns  liberty  to  join  two,  or  more  together,  if  they 
fee  fit,  to  cleft  and  fend  one  Perfon  to  reprefent  them  in  faid  Conven- 
tion. 

And  fuch  Syftem  or  Form  of  Government  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by 
fuch  Convention,  being  printed,  and  fent  to  each  and  every  Town,  Parirn 
and  Diftrift  in  this  State,  for  the  Approbation  of  the  People,  which  Syf- 
tem, or  Form  of  Government  being  approved  of  by  three  fourth  Parts  of 
the  Inhabitants  of  this  State  in  their  refpeftive  Town  Meetings  legally 
called  for  that  Purpofe.  And  a Return  of  fuch  Approbation  being  made 
to  faid  Convention,  and  confirmed  by  them  (hall  remain  as  a permanent 
Syftem  or  Form  of  Government  of  this  State,  and  not  otherwife,  and  that 
the  Charge  and  Expertce  of  each  Member  of  fuch  Convention  be  de- 
frayed by  their  refpeftive  Eleftors.
